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A TRIP TO THE CITY OF ANGELS AND MARVELS 


Like everyone who has ever seen the place, Lire has been 
marveling for many years at the fierce growth of what is 
called, among less complimentary names, the City of the 
Angels. We find that when Lire was a year old (and, with 
a circulation of only 1.6 million 
compared with over 5.4 now, had 
a lot of fast growing to do too) 
we ran four pictures of the lights 
of Los Angeles at night, showing 
the expansion from 1905 to 1929 
(Lire, Nov, 8, 1937).

trees and 3,646,042 captive rabbits (Lire, Nov. 22, 1943). 

These startling statistics were so quickly dwarfed that 
in our issue of June 10, 1946 we were telling about a new 
boom then going on in California—with Los Angeles get- 
ting the lion’s share of the new- 
comers and grubbing out its wal- 
nut and fruit groves to make room 
for houses and drive-ins. Build- 
ing volume was up 167% and 
some people were trying to dis- 
courage tourists from adding to 
the excitement. 

In September of that year we 
were back in Los Angeles to exam- 
ine the abominable parking prob- 
lem and were back again in our 
July 11, 1949 issue to show a bi 
lion dollar freeway program with 
which the optimistic city was go- 
ing to “solve” its traffic difficulty. 

So with a warm spot established 
in our heart for Los Angeles, we 
can say that the city again has 
piled up such accomplishments 
that faithful journalism demands another new look at it. 
You will find it on pages 23 through 29. And in this article 
you will find evidence that this is not the end of it. There 
are expectations of things to come which in all probability 
will call us back in future years.

When polio hit Montgomery, 6234 gallons of 
the globulin worth $625,000—$10,000 per gal- 
lon—were rushed from a New Jersey deposito- 
ry. Montgomery schools were turned into in- 
jection centers. Parents brought, carried or 
pulled their children in to get their .14 cc. of 
gg. per pound of weight. Some 1,000 doctors,’ 
nurses and volunteers, using 33,000 needles 
also flown in, did the job. With a nicety of 
mathematics, the doctors chipped in to buy 
33,000 lollipops. Though this gesture did little 
to stem the earsplitting reactions or stop the 
number of hands holding backsides, parents 
took their children away with the comforting 
knowledge the inoculations might greatly re- 
duce Montgomery's victims of polio paralysis.

EDITORIALS 


THE WORLD HAS CHANGED 
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The recent revolts behind the Iron Curtain are far more por- 
tentous than any newspaper headline has been able to con- 
vey. Starting in Eastern Germany and Czechoslovakia, these 
strikes, uprisings and demonstrations have spread their cou- 
rageous defiance into Hungary, Poland and Russia itself, No 
one of them—not even the brief civil war of June 17 when 
two million East Germans risked their lives and 10,000 were 
jailed—was in itself big enough for Eisenhower to call an 
emergency Cabinet meeting, nor for any editor to tear up his 
front page. Yet the cumulative meaning of these events was 
correctly described by Walter Lippmann as “the appointed 
break-up of the postwar structure.” 

Invalid Europe has unexpectedly proved to itself that Com- 
munism has more to be afraid of than the West has. The 
West, disunited and overcautious, moves slowly to the reali- 
zation that a great victory has fallen into its lap. Still more 
slowly do we face the question of exploiting this victory. 
President Eisenhower said last week that while our hearts are 
with the rebels of Eastern Europe, we contemplate no “inter- 
vention.” Such prudent indecision may be popular. But is it 
appropriate to the new historical si

Czechs. who burned the Pilsen city records and raised the 
American flag there on June 1, are continuing passive resist- 
ance against their native Communist tyrants. Moscow has 
summoned an emergency conference of its major ambassa- 
dors. At some point President Zapotocky may be told he 
needs the help of the Russian army, which has hitherto re- 
spected the border of Czechoslovakia. The U.S., which has 
ix divisions not far from the German side of that border, has 
just as much right, in morals and law, to occupy Czechoslo- 
vakia as has Russia. We would certainly be justified in resist- 
ing a Russian occupation of Czechoslovakia. We might even 
prevent one by the simple device of marshaling our six divi- 
sions along the Czech border, right now. 

This bold act, especially if coupled with efforts to deliver 
food supplies to the hungry rebels, might well stimulate a 
chain reaction of further revolts throughout the Reds’ border 
empire—that empire which, says Mayor Reuter of West Ber- 
lin, is already crumbling. It might even lead to free elections. 
It would be risky, of course. But perhaps it should be done. 
Certainly the people of the West should be contemplating 
such acts, as our leaders should be preparing them, for they 
are inherent in the new world situation, 


WASHINGTON 1 CHANGING 


Among its greater claims to fame the city of Washington, 
D.C. is an example of the progress being made—and still to 
be made—in race relations. Of its 800,000 people, 35% are 
Negro. Situated below Mason-and-Dixon’s line, Washington 
has always in its community patterns been a Southern town. 
Until only a few years ago, Jim Crow practices prevailed 
there in almost every field save transportation. 

“Calamity howlers” greeted every attempt at improving 
race relations in the District of Columbia with predictions 
of the horrors that would surely follow if the improvements 
were carried out. Washington’s three legitimate theaters drew 
the color line until 1951, when the Gayety (formerly a strip- 
tease emporium) decided to admit anybody to The Barretts 
of Wimpole Street who could buy a ticket, regardless of his 
color. On opening night the curb in front of the theater 
was bristling with anxious policemen, there to stop the vio- 
lence, if they could, before the race riot flamed to district- 
wide proportions. Nothing happened, except that the ticket 
buyers, who ranged in hue from delicate Nordic blond to 
gleaming coal-black, saw a good show and then went home 
without the slightest friction. 

Calamity howling over race relations in Washington is 
dying down. There were virtually no audible howls when, 
just over a month ago, the Supreme Court of the U.S., by a 
vote of 8 to 0, ordered that no more color lines be drawn in 
the District’s eating places. It is hoped that this decision of 
the court will help to desegregate the white movie theaters, 
which all still draw the color line except a few small houses 
of the “art” type. 

Segregation in the movie theaters of the free world’s capital 
might be slightly funny if it didn’t make us all look like hypo- 
crites and idiots, and, of course, leave us wide open for end- 
less Communist propaganda. At one movie a cultural attaché 
from the Indian embassy was refused a ticket because he was 
“a colored man.” The movie managements finally hit upon 
this brilliant technique whenever the color question arose: 


“Are you a foreign colored person?” If the answer was yes, 
the foreigner was sold a ticket; if the answer was no, the 
American was turned down. Such goings on in the free 
world’s capital struck foreigners as mighty queer. 

President Eisenhower has promised that he would end 
segregation in the District of Columbia. The amicus curiae 
brief filed by the Justice Department in the restaurant case 
with the Supreme Court helped mightily to win it during this 
past court session. Justice is expected to send a first team be- 
fore the court next fall when the case involving segregation 
in the District's public schools system comes up for a hear- 
ing. Segregation and what to do about it are much on the 
President's mind. He has lent his enormous prestige to the 
solution of this grievous problem. 

But the people of Washington are doing a lot about it too. 
The problem of race relations can be solved only by good 
sense and good heart. More and more white Washingtonians 
are showing that they have both. Many churches have done 
fine work, notably the Catholics, the Quakers, the Unitar- 
ians and the Ethical Culture Society; the Episcopalians have 
started admitting Negro children to their church schools; 
Jewish leaders have been active, working mainly through 
their civic organizations. (The Presbyterian, Methodist and 
Baptist churches, however, have not done as much.) The 
architects, the doctors, the nurses, the teachers and other 
professional associations have instituted a policy of integra- 
tion, which is the direct opposite of segregation. The Negroes 
of Washington are blessed with not only a large pool of talent 
in almost every field of human endeavor but with a group of 
wise and outstanding leaders. 

Segregation is a nationwide problem, of course, not just 
Washington’s, and it even persists in communities with the 
most advanced civil rights laws. But solving it in the na- 
tion’s capital would be a great step in the right direction. 
For a nation with any claim to the free world’s leadership, 
it is also a moral necessity.

Lebanon gets a brisk going-over by some American ‘girls’ 
who export friendship, sniff out facts and sing incessantly 


HESE eleven women and one husband named Mr. Collier came into 
the customs shed at Beirut’s International Airport Sunday after- 

noon, You wouldn’t have known to look at them that they'd been up at 
3 a.m, and flying for more than 12 hours from New Delhi. T! 
fresh, full of pep and Texas. Mrs, Preston H. Dial of San Antonio dragged 
a local newsman aside and told him a story about a Texan who was wound- 
ed in Korea, Thinking himself dead, he opened his eyes, breathed deeply 
and said in wonder, “Well, whatdya know? Even on doomsday Texans are 
first out of their graves.” 

The newsman stared hard at Mrs, Dial for a moment and then wandered 
off bewildered, As customs men shuffled bags Mrs. Dial, whose name 
Mamie just like Ike’s wife, got the girls together. They unfurl 
mous Lone Star flag and banner reading “Good Neighbors,” t 
a word of warning burst into a loud, spirited rendition of The 
xas Are upon You. Like to caused a riot. People dropped everything, 
rushed over to see what was happening. Some climbed the fence around 
the customs stall. Others stared, frigh Foreign office protocol man, 
Sultan Bey, who was in Surété office checking passports, came rushing 
out in terror, He looked, listened, shook his head in admiration, “Cest 
formidable,” he said.

In 1949, with a diffe of clubwomen, 
Mamie toured Central America, In 1 puth Am 
ment and in 1951 it was Europe, including Gre Turke 
the girls took on Japan, Korea, Hong Kong and the Philippine } 
they started out in Paris on May 29, did London during the coronatio 
swept on to Istanbul, Karachi, New Delhi and Beirut, From now until 
they land in San Antonio on July 17 they will call at Jerusalem, Cairo, 
Athens, Rome, Zurich, Vienna, Frankfurt, Berlin, Amsterdam, Brussels, 
London, New York and Washington, where on July 16th they have a 
date to report their findings to President Eisenhower.

TEXAS TRAVELERS continues 


Despite their corny approach Ike could do worse than listen to 
Mamie’s girls. One embassy attaché who was cross-examined by sev- 
eral of them says their questions and general knowledge of the Middle 
East were certainly no worse than those of other peripatetics like 
Eleanor Roosevelt and Adlai Stevenson. 

Because of their late arrival the girls didn’t have time to wash their 
faces or shower. Instead they were hauled directly to a Palestinian 
refugee camp at Dbayeh near Beirut. Because of the Moslem holiday 
the ladies were taken to a camp occupied exclusively by Christians 
Camp also a Communist hotbed. Mamie and crew pushed men aside, 
started gabbing with frightened women who after a while got into the 
spirit of things. The Texans wanted to know what life used to be like in 
Palestine and what it is like today. They were very moved by stories of 
suffering and what they saw with their own eyes. Suddenly Mamie 
Dial turned to the mukhtar (headman) of the camp and asked in a 
quavering voice, “Please, may we pray?” The mukhtar’s mouth flew 
open. All he could say was, “Protestant or Catholic?” Mrs. Dial said 
both. The ladies, surrounded by every man, woman and child in the 
camp, made their way into a shed. Lady named Mrs. Springer, who 
calls herself “The Texas Song Bird,” broke into a doleful hymn. It 
was so pretty and sad the Palestinian women started weeping. Men 
brushed tears away and whispered that this woman was the mother of 
eight sons. Real woman. Then Mrs. Dial launched into prayer. She 
asked God to “enlighten world leaders so that they may find a solu- 
tion to the dreadful plight of these, God’s children.” Young men wept, 
old ladies wailed. Refugee women threw their arms around Texas girls 
and a lot of kissing went on. Was like an old-fashioned revival. 

Early Monday morning Christo, the cynical concierge at St. George’s 
Hotel, was counting his money when up tripped Luella Thomson, 
one of the party’s twins. “Please,” she said, “may I be the first to say 
good morning?” Before Christo, a hard-bitten Cypriote, could close his 
mouth, the other twin, a Mrs. Kennedy, said, “And please, may I be 
the second?” For once in his life Christo was at a loss for words in any 
language. 

Next day the girls went over to Bekkah Valley where they inspected 
a Point Four public health demonstration center. A lady with two 
daughters who are public health nurses grilled the doctors and came 
away convinced that standards were up to those of Texas. The ladies 
then went to Zahle in the mountains where they were guests of a 
Lebanese women’s club. They were shown kindergartens, thought it 
all was wonderful. Mrs. Dial prayed again, beseeching the Lord to 
guide those women of Lebanon who vote for the first time next month. 


“We are greatly impressed,” said Mrs. Dial, “when we see the 
lifting of the veil from the eyes and minds of women.” Then the girls 
sang The Eyes of Texas Are upon You and departed in a mist of tears. 

Monday night U.S. Ambassador Harold Minor threw a reception in 
the embassy garden. The girls had half an hour to dress and put on war 
paint, and made it skidding. They created Kansan Harold Minor an 
honorary citizen of Texas. They presented Beirut’s Mayor George 
Assi with a Texas flag. He reciprocated with Lebanese flag. Then the 
girls sang Eyes of Texas while French-trained Lebanese sophisticates 
tittered. New Citizen Minor asked the whole party to join in on the 
second chorus. The chauffeurs outside were frightened. “Formidable,” 
they said. “C'est formidable.”

Tuesday they went to a reception given by the American Women’s 
Club of Lebanon. They unfurled their banner and flag and sang guess 
what. Mrs. Dial then presented Mrs. Laura Tabet, president of the 
Union of Lebanese Women’s Clubs, with two scholarships to the Uni- 
'y of Texas. It is her custom to give out two in each country, 
usually to the chief of state, but because she was so impressed with 
the Lebanese ladies she gave the scholarships to them. Scholars yet 
unpicked. 

[From San Antonio last week Lire’s correspondent reported a cer- 
tain amount of uneasiness about the scholarships. Mamie actually 
does not bestow anything that a foreign student could not get for 
himself by making application directly to the university—the univer- 
sity is authorized to cut the tuition to as little as $50 a term for for- 
cign students. When foreigners get down to essentials, they discover 
that Mamie’s scholarships consist only of invitations to come to Texas 
and take advantage of the tuition discount. “It is somewhat embar- 
rassing,” observed a university staff member. The university must 
brace itself for a flood of pitifully happy letters each time Mamie goes 
abroad. Would-be students write to express their thanks, adding that 
they are all packed and ready to go—"just send me the money for my 
ticket.” It is difficult to tell them that they must arrange for their 
own fare and for their room, board and other expenses when they get 
to Austin. This minor misunderstanding, however, is submerged in 
the vast respect in which Mamie Dial is held in San Antonio and, 
for that matter, elsewhere. She is immensely popular in the coun- 
tries she has visited, particularly in Latin America. She holds the 
Order of Balboa, highest award the Republic of Panama gives to civil- 
ians, in recognition of her work as honorary consul for that country 
in the U.S, 

Mamie and her girls frightened local Americans at first, but must 
now admit they made a big hit with the Lebanese. Said one socialite 
Lebanese woman, “I was at first bewildered, then tremendously moved 
by their forceful friendship.” An American woman, who wished de- 
voutly at first that they would stop singing, said, “I was never so 
Lebanese women were absolutely floored by them. They ate it 
Said the Arabic newspaper, Al Hayat, “Of all Americans, the 
people of Texas are known to be tough. Perhaps the life they live on 
horseback and among cattle is responsible, . . .” Another newspaper 
man wrote, “Almost all members of this delegation must have taken 
part in America’s Civil War.” One rather shaken male named Anis 
Nassif remarked in conversation with Mamie Dial that from her talk it 
would appear that women have full control over the governor of Texas. 
“Not only that,” said Mamie. “We also guide him by his nose.” 


The thing which impressed the ladies most was the plight of the 
Arab refugees from Palestine, Said one, “I've seen refugees in Ger- 
many and Pakistan but this is more pathetic because it’s not the 
people’s fault. It’s the fault of outsiders, 
sed the refugees that they'd certainly give 
ful. He'd better think up some answers, because the ladies are 
going to ask him what he's prepared to do about this mess, which was 
caused, according to one lady, by “that man Truman.” 

Having turned Beirut upside down, the ladies and Mr. Collier de- 
parted for Jerusalem Tuesday afternoon, Said one embassy man, who 
usuall: hs with ef when VIPs clear out, “You know, they wer 
real good people. I'd like to see them come back.”

For instance, ten years were required to develop parts of the Starfire’s 
1,200-pound electronics system, which costs more than a complete fighter 
of the last war. But this system, linked to rockets, can help find and track 
its target, then aim and fire a deadly barrage, even though the invader is 
hidden by night or storm, 

Complex as the problems have been, production models are now rolling 
from assembly lines in quantity, and even more powerful aircraft have 
been ordered into production. America can be grateful that, even before 
World War II ended, basic design work on this new generation of fighters 
was well under way . . . and that the country’s aircraft industry had the 
skill and capacity to develop and build them. 

For today your Air Force fighters are bigger, better equipped, deadlier 
by far, and faster by nearly 300 m.p.h. than the best fighters of the last 
war. And in spite of the problems involved in designing and building 
these airplanes, and newer models yet to come, the aircraft industry has 
increased its production rate five times since war began in Korea in 1950.

LIMITED PRIORITIES 


AS YOU CAN SEE by the above graph, even with war raging, it took 5 years from 1939 
to reach peak production of 96,369 planes. In 1946 output was cut to less than 2% 
of peak, and America’s productive capacity was allowed to deteriorate. No one ad- 
vocates all-out production in peace, but it is apparent that if the nation is to meet 
emergencies suchas occurred in 1941 and 1950, itmust havea sustained airpower program. 
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EVEN THOUGH assigned production rates have been reached, output of fighters is 
still only a fraction of the rate attained in World War II, Being better, today’s jets 
cost more and are harder to build. For instance, the F-86D Sabre required 27 
times the engineering man-hours needed to design its World War II counterpart, 
the famed P.51 Mustang. But it flies 24 miles higher, and nearly 300 m.p.h. faster. 


TOP PERFORMANCE of such aircraft as the F-94C is made possible by turbojet 
engines like the Pratt & Whitney J-48. This big jet produces 6,250 pounds of thrust— 
equivalent to about 11,000 h.p. at modern fighter speeds—and extra power is provided 
by an afterburner in which fuel is burn exhaust.

HULLABALOO OVER ‘MOON IS BLUE’ 


A film called The Moon Is Blue was proving last week that what sounds 
mild in a play can kick up a storm of controversy in a movie. Written 
originally by one of the stage’s most competent journeymen, F. Hugh 
Herbert, Moon had dialog which was occasionally racy but was on the 
whole ingratiating, witty and 100% on the side of conventional morali 
It was a hit on Broadway, where it ran for more than two years, and 
35 American cities from Boston, Mass. to Spartanburg, S.C. without a 
peep from the censors, churchmen or civic offici 

But when Moon was made into a movie for United Artists by Otto 
Preminger, its dialog was a red flag to the Breen office, which objects to 


words like “seduce” and “virgin”—used both in the play and movie. 
The film failed to get a Production Code seal, generally a death warrant. 
Then it was given two more body blows. The Catholic Legion of Decency 
rated it a C (condemned), and Cardinal Spellman asked all Roman Cath- 
olics in his diocese of New York to boycott both it and any theater which 
showed it. But the New York state censor board passed the movie and 
several national theater chains booked it. It opened first in Chicago where 
critics thought it charming and inoffensive, and the public flocked to it 
in hilarious droves. Herewith Lire shows a scene (pp. 72, 73) and a spec- 
imen bit of dialog (below) to give an idea of what the fuss is all about.

IN STONE

‘As the culture of antiquity moved north in the Roman and Christian eras 
to civilize Western man in France and England, it passed through—and 
rested in—a region of southern France known as Provence. The region, 
about the size of West Virginia, lies north of the Mediterranean and 
stretches roughly from the Rhdne river to the foothills of the Alps. Few 
areas in the world are as rich in civilization’s footprints. But, except for a 
short period of 250 years in the Middle Ages when Provence became the 
cultural center of the Western world, it has remained civilization’s peren- 
nial suburb. To the Greeks, who settled Marscilles in 600 B.C., it was a 
trading outpost. To the Romans it became one of the first great provinces 
to be settled outside Italy, and they gave it its name, derived from the 
words Provincia Romana (Roman Province). It was invaded by the Sara~ 
cens in the Middle Ages. Today Provence is still being invaded—this time 
by artists who love to paint its ancient olive trees and its soft, pastel~ 
shaded landscape, by writers and other contemplative people who find its 
easygoing moderate life a refuge from the hubbub of modern civilization, 
and by the inevitable tourists whom Provence takes gracefully in stride,

Through all these invasions and settlements by outsiders, Provence 
has preserved an individuality of its own. The key to this individuality is 
best expressed in the words moderation and mellowness. The terrain itself 
is an immensely varied miniature world, including in a small area jagged, 
rocky mountains, dry plains, rich agricultural regions and sinister-looking 
swamps. The colors of its landscape are mild, subtle and understated, 
and its mountain forests are so aged and civilized that wild trees and 
vines look as though they had been planted by a tasteful human hand, 
The cities of Provence, which (except for Marscilles) are small ones, are 
mostly ancient, crumbling medieval centers which have grown out of the 
very stones of Provence itself. For centuries these stones have been 
quarried out of its clifs (see opposite page) and built into human habita- 
tions which in turn have weathered and crumbled in a cycle that will 
someday return them to the soil. Provencals live a life of measured sim- 
plicity in which excellent food, good wine and moderate sports and dis- 
cussions take the place of the ambitious goals of the industrial world. 
Provengals think this life is the richest one human beings can live.

Conquering Romans Left Milestones of Progress 


Roman legions marching actoss Provence in the Second Century B.C. 
brought law, organization, monumental architecture, the privileges of 
Roman citizenship and the system of roads and aqueducts that made pos- 
sible the growth of cities. They created magnificent theaters and lovely 
Roman temples. Under Roman rule the wild Gallic population of Provence 
was subdued by methodical conquest and mixed with the blood of its 
conquerors. The conquest was a violent one. In its final battle on the 
plains near Aix, the Romans, under the great General Marius, massacred 
thousands of barbarians. Later Julius Caesar used Provence as a base of 
operations in his campaign against the Gauls. 

Once conquered, Provence became the garden spot of the empire. Ul- 
timately the power of Rome crumbled, but the subtle, insidious character 
of Provence did not. Centuries passed. The great Roman aqueducts still 


stood gauntly against the Provencal sky as monumental symbols of a past 
power. Cows grazed in the soft green grass where Roman temples became 
scattered columns and pediments, The vast Roman arena at Arles (next 
page), which had witnessed gladiatorial combats and scen carly Christian 
martyrs eaten alive by wild beasts, became a place for bullfights. Under the 
softening influence of Provence even the bullfights became mellower and 
mellower. The Provencals prefer a kind of bullfight in which nobody— 
not even the bull—gets killed. In these mild spectacles 20 or 30 good-na- 
tured Provencals enter the ring at a time and are chased by a very good- 
natured bull. The object of the game is to snatch a small rosette from 
the forehead of the bull while deftly avoiding his horns. It is not a heroic 
game; it is a Provencal game. It requires the same characteristics that 
enabled Provence to outlast the power of the Romans: wit and patience.

Like many a hilltop town in Provence, Gordes has long since been largely aban- 
doned by its population for the more fertile valleys around it. A crumbling jum- 
ble of partially ruined buildings, it is now a favorite dwelling place for artists, 


‘Tie and Human Conflicts Left Ruined Landmarks 


While the medieval Church ruled Provence, its power was disputed by 
the courts of proud princes and counts who dominated the countryside 
from hilltop fortresses like the citadel of Les Baux (right). There the 
nobles developed an aspect of Provencal life very different from that 
which went on behind the walls of monasteries. This aspect involved the 
warlike, romantic world of the troubadours, where fighting, singing and 
incredibly idealistic lovemaking became the main purposes of life. The 
typical troubadour was a fighting man with an itinerant life. His heart 
was dedicated to a woman he hardly knew and who was married to some- 
body else. He thereupon devoted his life to fighting in her honor and 
writing her love songs. Sometimes this system misfired. According to 
legend, the impassioned,love poems of one Guillem de Cabestanh caused 
his lady's jealous husband to kill him. The husband then cut out De 


‘Cabestanh’s heart and served it to his wife for dinner. She ate it without 
batting an eye, but promptly dove to her death over the battlements, 
Public sentiment caused her and De Cabestanh to be buried side by side. 

Troubadour love affairs were regulated by what were known as “‘courts 
of love,” of which the one at Les Baux became very famous. Sample case: 
a lady was accused of being repeatedly unfaithful to her troubadour. De- 
fense: she was merely assuring herself, by testing the available evidence, 
that he was superior to all other men. Verdict: acquittal. Between such 
incidents, however, the lords of Les Baux devoted themselves to slaugh- 
ter and pillage. In the 16th Century the Huguenots made Les Baux a 
stronghold from which they opposed the king. Finally Louis XIII sent 
emissaries who destroyed the fortifications. Since then Les Baux has 
stood as an aging husk, abandoned except for its romantic memories.

Most dramatic ruin in Provence, the fortress of Les Baux, once a troubadour 
stronghold, now stands like a skeleton against the sky. In the early roth Century 
mineralogists discovered aluminum ore nearby, named it bauxite after the town.

Provence is more than a vast outdoor museum of antiquities. Native 
talent plus the capacity to attract hordes of gifted artists and writers 
have also made it one of today’s leading centers of culture. The cul- 
ture of modern Provence is as quiet and unhurried as its life. But its 
effects have been felt wherever art and literature are valued, and the 
names of many of Provence’s permanent residents are world renowned. 

Perhaps the most important of these effects is the influence Pro- 
vence has had on the art of painting. Ever since the 1860s, when the 
Impressionist painters left their stuffy studios to paint nature instead 
of mythology, a great deal of France’s painting has been done in 
Provence. Paul Cézanne, greatest of modern painters and the father of 
modern art (L1re, Feb. 25, 1952), was born in Provence and lived 
nearly all of his life there. Vincent van Gogh spent some of his most 
tragic years there (at Saint-Rémy) and did many of his most impor- 
tant canvases in the fields near Les Baux. Paul Gauguin, Auguste Renoir 
and Pierre Bonnard spent periods in Provence, painting its delicate 
and varied landscape. Later, a new generation of artists, including 
most of the biggest names in modern art, made Provence its home, and 
is still to be found splashing paint on canvas in its warm Mediter- 
ranean light. Pablo Picasso lives near Vallauris, commuting on week- 
ends to Arles and Nimes for his favorite sport: watching bullfights in 
Roman arenas. Henri Matisse lives at nearby Nice. The late Raoul 
Duty was a Provengal by adoption all of his life, 

In literature Provence has produced several figures of world impor- 
tance, greatest of them the Nobel Prize-winning poet Frédéric Mistral, 
who died in 1914 after having revived the native Provencal dialect as 
a literary language and written several masterpieces in it. Most notable 
of these was the poetic love story Mireille, which was later converted 
into an opera by Charles Francois Gounod, composer of Faust, and is 
regarded by Provencals as their national epic. Better known to Ameri- 
cans is the Provengal literature of earthy comedy created by Jean 
Giono, and converted by the Provengal movie producer Marcel Pagnol 
into a string of movies (The Baker's Wife, Harvest, Jofroi, etc.) with 
the help of the great Provencal actors Raimu and Fernandel. Besides 
these natives a large assortment of foreign writers, among them Som- 
erset Maugham and the late Katherine Mansfield, has made Provence 
its permanent home, 

‘The presence of a continuous stream of artistic and literary immi- 
grants makes Provence a remarkably self-sufficient place from a cul- 
tural point of view. The same self-sufficiency exists in the character of 
the country itself and of its people. The tourist who has been there 
once tends to return again and again. The expatriate gets so infatuated 
with its insidious charm that he usually remains there for life. The 
Provencal’himself practically never leaves Provence and regards even 
a trip to Paris as an expedition into an alien and slightly unbalanced 
world. There isn’t much point in venturing outside Provence, he feels, 
and if you ask him why, he replies quite truthfully that after all 
Provence has “a little bit of everything.”

There is an old anecdote current in Provence (it was re- 
ported, among other places, in Alexandre Dumas’ The Count of Monte 
Cristo) about a Provencal who sat expansively in one of the cafes of 
La Canebitre contemplating the relation of Provence to the external 
world. “Why,” he concluded, with a satisfied shrug, “if Paris had 
La Canebitre, it would be a second Marseilles.”

HILLARY'S 
FIRSTHAND 
ACCOUNT 


MOVING DOWN AFTER TRIUMPH, HILLARY AND TENZING ARE STILL UNITED AND DELIGHTED 


The great mountaineer from New Zealand tells how he and Sherpa Tenzing Norkey battled their way 
across the slanting snowfields, up rocky cliffs and around the icy cornices to the summit of Mt. Everest 
hy SIR EDMUND P. HILLARY 


For the final assault on Mount Everest, launched from an advanced base 
21,000 feet up the mountain, Colonel John Hunt, the leader of the British 
expedition, selected two teams of two men each. The teams left within 
hours of each other, Charles Evans and Tom Bourdillon going first, but it 
was not a race. Edmund Hillary, the New Zealander beekeeper. and Ten- 
zing Norkey, the veteran Sherpa guide, pressed on after Evans and Bour- 
dillon had been turned back 300 feet short of the top. Here is Sir Edmund 
Hillary's own account, written for the London Times and Lire, of his 
and Tenzing’s successful climb to Everest's summit: 


HE assault party composed of Tenzing and myself arrived at Camp 

Seven, 24,000 feet high on the Lhotse face, after a three and one 
quarter hour trip up from Camp Four advanced base, 2,800 feet below. 
We found our support party, George Lowe and Alfred Gregory, al- 
ready in residence together with the three Sherpa porters, Ang Nima, 
Ang Tembar and Pamher, who we were hoping would carry a camp for 
us high on the southeast ridge. We also had five other Sherpas who 
were to carry loads as far as South Col [see climber’s glossary, p. 131], 
and then return to a lower camp. 

After a restful night's sleep—the four of us used sleeping oxygen— 
we set off next morning in good heart for South Col. At 9:30, when 
we were nearly at the top of Lhotse glacier, we caught our first glimpse 
of tiny figures on the southeast ridge. It was Evans and Bourdillon, 
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making their first assault on the mountain, and Col. Hunt, the leader 
of the expedition, and Da Namgyal, a Sherpa porter, carrying food 
and oxygen up the ridge for our future use. We were able to watch 
their progress almost continuously as we crossed the great traverse 
under Lhotse and moved up onto South Col. 

At one p.m. we were greatly excited to see Evans and Bourdillon 
disappear over the south summit before they were blotted out by drift- 
ing clouds. By now Hunt and Da Namgyal were slowly descending to 
South Col camp and as they seemed in some distress we went up to 
meet and assist them. They were in an exhausted condition. Hunt, 
who had never spared himself throughout the trip, had made a mag. 
nificent effort and carried the loads some 150 feet above the old 
Swiss ridge camp to a height of approximately feet. The two 
had then descended without oxygen in order to conserve supplies for 
the assault. At 3 p.m. Evans and Bourdillon appeared out of the mist 
on the southeast ridge and moyed very slowly down the steep couloir 
leading to South Col. They were obviously very tired after their tre- 
mendous effort and we went up to meet them with hot drinks and 
escorted them back to camp. They confirmed they had successfully 
reached the south summit—28,720 feet—and so had been far higher 
than men had ever been before. They reported that the ridge along 
to the top looked like a very formidable proposition. 

South Col can rarely be a cheerful spot but the night of May

was a particularly difficult one for the whole part 
strong wind was blowing and it was very cold indeed. Few of us had 
much sleep. In the morning the wind was still blowing fiercely, and it 
was obvious that it would be impossible to venture on to the south- 
east ridge. Even movement between our tents, dressed in all our 
warm clothing, was a rigorous experience. During the morning the 
wind eased a little, although it was still very strong. Hunt, Evans and 
Bourdillon were all very weak after their previous day’s efforts but 
prepared to descend to Camp Seven. Ang Tembar had become sick 
and was obviously incapable of carrying up any further so we decided 
to send him down too. Lowe and I assisted a very weary foursome to 
climb the slopes above the camp and then watched them start off 
on their slow and exhausting trip down to Camp Seven. 

All day the wind blew furiously and it was in somewhat desperate 
spirit that we organized the loads for the establishment of the ridge 
camp on the following day. The violent wind gave us another uncom. 
fortable night, but just before morning it eased considerably and a 
start became possible, However, another blow had fallen. Pamber had 
heen violently ill all night and did not feel capable of going on. Onl: 
one Sherpa porter, Ang Nima, was left to carry for us out of our origi- 
nal band of three, Our only alternatives were to carry the camp our- 
selves or abandon the attempt and this last was unthinkable. We re- 
packed the loads, eliminating anything not vitally necessary and hay- 
ing no choice but to cut down our supplies of oxygen. At 8:45 Lowe. 
Gregory and Ang Nima departed, all carrying over 40 pounds each and 
breathing oxygen at four liters per minute. 

Tenzing and T Joaded all our personal clothing, sleeping bags and 
air mattresses and some food onto our oxygen frames and left at 10 
a.m., carrying 50 pounds apiece. We followed slowly up the long 
slopes to the foot of the Great Couloir and then climbed the veritable 
staircase hewn by Lowe in the firm, steep snow. We reached the ridge 
at midday and joined the other party who were resting near the tattered 
ruins of the Swiss tent of the previous spring. It was a wonderful spot 
with remarkable views in every direction and we indulged in an orgy 
of photography. Then we heaved on our loads again and moved 150 
feet up the ridge to the dump made by Hunt two days previously. 

We were now at 2 feet but considered this was still far too low 
for an effective summit camp. We were all going extremely well so 
decided to add this extra gear to our already large loads. Gregory took 
some more oxygen and Lowe some food and fuel and I tied on the 
tent. Apart from Ang Nima, who was carrying just over 40 pounds, we 
all had foads of from 50 to 60 pounds. We continued on up the ridge 
at a somewhat reduced rate. The ridge here was quite steep, but the 
upward sloping strata of the rocks gave us good footholds. A little 
step-cutting was necessary in places, but generally the going was easy 
although loose snow over the steep rocks demanded care. By 2 p.m. 
we were starting to tire under our heavy burdens and commenced 
looking for a campsite. The ridge appeared to have no relief at all 
and continued upwards in one unbroken sweep. We plugged slowly 
on looking for a ledge without success and were getting a little des- 
perate until Tenzing, remembering the ground from the previous 
year, suggested a traverse over steep slopes to the left which finally 
janded us on a relatively flat spot beneath a rocky bluff. 

Tt was 2:30 and we decided to camp here. We estimated the height 
as 27,900. Our three “porters,” Lowe, Gregory and Ang Nima, 
dropped their loads on the site with relief. They were tired but well 
satisfied with the height gained and to them must go a great deal of 
the credit for the successful climb of the following day. W. asting no 
time, they hurried off back to South Col. Tenzing and I removed our

CORNICE A mass of drifted snow clinging to and overhan, 
of a ridge. 

COULOIR A wide, steep gully on a mountainside, often snow-filled. 
CRAMPON Climbing irons, sharp spikes affixed to frames strapped to 
the climber’s boots. As a verb, the word means to use crampons, as a 
climbing technique. 

LHOTSE FACE The slope, or side, of Lhotse, a peak adjoi 

OXYGEN The term as used by the cl 

tanks. The supply of this gas, essential to life, decreases with the thinning air 
of high altitude, so that oxygen volume at 18,000 feet is only about half that 
at sea level. The climbers wore frames on their backs which held L-pound 
cylinders containing the compressed as. Vaporized through a mask, the 
oxygen in each of the bottles provided 800 liters (28.25 cubic feet) of 
breathable gas. In the equipment used by Hillary and Tenzing two bottles 
provided for about seven hours. While resting or sleeping, less oxygen is 
required, but the climbers took some at a reduced rate to counteract cold 
and ease the labor of their lungs. 

PRIMUS STOVE A small, portable, collapsible kerosene-burning stove. 
SHERPA A tribe, originally Tibetan, now settled in the heights of Nepal. 
‘The word means “inhabitant of the East.” 
SOUTH COL The saddle, or pass, between the peaks of Everest and 
Lhotse. 

SOUTH SUMMIT A hump or eminence on the southeast ridge of Ever- 
est, rising within about 300 feet of the true peak. 

TRAVERSE To ascend a slope too steep for frontal attack by passing 
hack and forth across it, moving diagonally upward. 

WESTERN CWM The deep hollow, or bowl, which forms Everest’s west 
ern flank. A Welsh word, it is pronounced “Koom.”

oxygen in order to conserve our supplies and set to work with our 
ice axes to clear a tiny platform. We scratched off all the snow 
to reveal a rocky slope at an angle of about 30°, The rocks were 
well frozen in, but by the end of a couple of hours of solid work we 
had managed to pry loose enough stones to level out two strips of 
ground, each a yard wide and six feet long but almost a foot differ- 
ent in levels. This was the best platform we could make. We 
pitched our tent on this double level and tied it down as best 
we could. 

Then, while Tenzing started to heat up some soup, I'made a tally 
of our limited oxygen supplies, They were much less than we had 
hoped. For the assault we had only one and two-thirds bottles 
each. It was obvious that if we were to have sufficient endurance 
we would be unable to use the four liters per minute we had 
originally planned, but I estimated that if we reduced our supply to 

three liters per minute we might still have a chance. I prepared the 
sets and made the necessary adjustments. One thing in our favor 
was that Evans and Bourdillon had left two bottles, each one-third 
full of oxygen, some hundreds of feet above our camp. We were 
relying on this oxygen to get us back to South Col. 

In the evening the wind dropped almost completely except for 
an exceptionally strong gust every 10 minutes. We drank vast 
quantities of liquid and ate a satisfying meal out of our store 
of delicacies—sardines on biscuits, tinned apricots, dates, bis- 
cuits and jam and honey. Despite our great height our breath- 
ing was almost normal until a sudden exertion would cause us 
to pant a little. 

Tenzing laid his air mattress on the lower shelf, half overhang. 
ing the steep slope below, and calmly settled down to sleep. I made 
myself as comfortable as possible. half sitting and half reclining 
on the upper shelf with my feet braced on the lower shelf. This 
position, while not particularly comfortable, had one decided ad- 
vantage. When I received warning sounds of a gust of wind ap- 

proaching, I could brace my feet and shoulders and assist our 
meager anchors to hold the tent steady while it temporarily shook 
and flapped in a most alarming manner. 

We had sufficient spare oxygen for only four hours’ sleeping on 
one liter per minute. We used this in two periods of two hours, 
from 9 to 11 p.m. and from one to 3 a.m. While wearing oxygen 
we dozed and were reasonably comfortable, but as soon as the sup- 
ply ran out we started feeling cold and miserable. During the night 
the thermometer read 16° below zero, but fortunately the wind 
had dropped almost entirely. 

At 4.a.m. the weather looked perfect and when I opened the tent 
door the view was indescribably beautiful, with all the icy peaks 
far below us glowing clearly in the early morning light as they 
towered above their still dark and sleeping valleys. Tenzing glee- 
fully pointed out the monastery of Thyangboche, faintly visible 
on its dominant spur 16,000 feet below us. We started up our 
cooker and in a determined effort to prevent the weaknesses aris- 
ing from dehydration, we drank large quantities of lemon juice 


and sugar and followed this with our last tin of sardines on biscuits. 

I dragged our oxygen sets into the tent, cleaned the ice off them 
and then completely rechecked and tested them. Over our eider- 
down clothing we donned our windproofs and on our hands we 
pulled three pairs of gloves—silk, woolen and windproof. Finally 
at 6:30 a.m. we crawled out of our tent into the snow, hoisted our 
30 pounds of oxygen gear onto our backs, connected up our masks 
asd parted oa the valees tp bring life-giving oxygen into our lungs. 
A few good deep breaths and we were ready to go. 

‘Tenzing moved off and kicked a deep line of steps away from the 
rock bluff which protected our tent into the steep powder snow 
slope to the left of the main ridge. The ridge was now all bathed in 
sunlight and we could see our first objective—the south summit— 
far above us. Tenzing, moving purposefully, kicked steps in a long 
traverse back towards the ridge. We reached its crest just where it 
forms a great distinctive snow bump at about 28,000 feet. 

From here the ridge narrowed to a knife edge and I took over 
the lead. We were moving slowly but steadily with plenty in re- 
serve. Soft, unstable snow on the erest of the ridge made a route on 
it both uncomfortable and dangerous so I moved a little down on 
the steep left side where the wind had produced a thin crust. This 
sometimes held our weight but more often than not gave way with 
a sudden knock which had disturbing effects on our balance and 
morale. After several hundred feet of this the ridge suddenly 
eased and in a tiny hollow we came upon the two oxygen bottles 
left on the earlier attempt by Evans and Bourdillon. I scraped 
the ice off the gauges and was greatly relieved to find that they still 
contained several liters of oxygen—suflicient to get us down to the 
South Col if used sparingly. 


An almost insuperable barrier 
[ CONTINUED on up the ridge which soon steepened and broad- 


ened out into the very formidable snow face which formed the 
last 400 feet of the south summit. Snow conditions on this face 
were, we felt, distinctly dangerous, but as no alternative route 
seemed available we persisted in our strenuous and uncomfortable 
efforts to beat a trail up it. It was with some relief that we finally 
reached some firmer snow higher up and then chipped steps up the 
last steep slopes and cramponed onto the south summit. It was 
now 9 a.m. 

We looked with some interest at the virgin ridge ahead of us. 
Both Bourdillon and Evans had been depressingly definite about 
its problems and difficulties and we realized it could form an almost 
insuperable barrier. At first glance it was certainly impressive and 
even rather frightening. On the right great contorted corni 
overhanging masses of ice and snow, thrust out like twisted fingers 
over the 12,000-foot drop of the Kangshung face. Any move into 
these cornices could only bring disaster. From the cornices the 
ridge dropped steeply to the left until the snow merged with the 
great rock face sweeping up from the Western Cwm. Only one en- 
couraging feature was apparent. The steep snow slope between the 
cornices and the rock precipices seemed to be composed of firm

hard snow. If we could cut a trail of steps along this slope we 
could make some progress at least. 

Our first partly full bottles of oxygen were now exhausted so 
we disconnected them and threw them aside. We turned on our 
remaining full bottles—800 liters of oxygen which should give us 
four and a half hours’ going at three liters per minute. Our ap- 
paratus was now much lighter, weighing only about 19 pounds, 
and as I cut steps down off the summit I felt a distinct sense of 
freedom and well being. As my ice ax bit into the first steep slope 
my highest hopes were realized. The snow was crystalline and 
firm, Two or three rhythmical blows 
of the ice ax produced a step large 
enough even for our oversized high 
altitude boots. And best of all, a 
firm thrust of the ice ax would sink 
it half-way up the shaft, giving a 
solid and comfortable belay [see 
glossary]. 

We moved one at a time. I would 
cut a 40-foot line of steps, with 
Tenzing belaying me as I worked. 
Then in turn I would sink my ax, 
put a few loops of the rope around it 
and Tenzing—protected against a TIGER MEDAL is given only 
breaking step—would move up to to Sherpas who climb above the 
me. Several of the cornices were  95.850.font level, Tenzing is one 
particularly large and in order to es- of the halfdozen medal-holde 
cape them I cut a line of steps down 
to where the snow met the rocks. 

Half scrambling on the rocks and cutting handholds in the snow, we 
managed to shuffle past these difficult positions. 

On one of these occasions I noted that Tenzing seemed to be 
breathing with difficulty and stopped to examine his oxygen set. I 
found that his exhaust tube, some two inches in diameter, was 
blocked with ice. I was able to clear it out and give him much need- 
ed relief. On checking my own set I found the same thing was occur- 
ring and from then on kept a much closer eye on this problem. 

‘The weather for Everest was practically perfect. This did not 
mean that it would be an ideal day for the beach, but equipped as 
we were in all our eider-down clothing and windproofs we suffered 
no discomfort from cold or wind. However, on the one occasion on 
which I removed my snow glasses in order to examine more closely 
a tricky section, I was very soon blinded by fine snow drawn by 
the cool wind. I hastily replaced my glasses. 

After an hour's steady step-cutting we reached the foot of the 
most formidable-looking problem on the ridge, a 40-foot vertical 
rock step. We had seen this step through the binoculars from far 
away Thyangboche and realized that at this altitude it might well 
spell the difference between success and failure. The rock itself, 
smooth and almost holdless, might have been an interestin 
day afternoon problem to a group of expert rock climbers in Eng- 
land’s Lake District, but here it was a barrier far beyond our feeble 
strength to overcome. 

But once again a possibility of tackling it remained. On its east 
side was another great cornice and running up the full 40 feet of 
the step was a narrow crack between the cornice and the rock, Leay- 
ing Tenzing to belay me as best he could, I moved into this crack. 
Then, kicking backwards with my crampons, I gained a purchase 
on the frozen snow behind me and levered myself off the ground. 
Taking advantage of every little rock hold and of all the friction of 
knee, shoulders and arms I could muster, I literally cramponed 
backwards up the crack, with the fervent prayer that the cornice 
would remain attached to the rock. My progress was slow but 
steady and as Tenzing paid out the rope | inched my way upwards 
until I could finally reach over the top of the rock and drag myself 
out of the crack onto a wide ledge. For a few moments I lay still, 
regaining my breath. For the first time I really felt the fierce 
determination that nothing now could stop our reaching the top. 

When I had recovered I took a firm stance and commenced tow- 
ing in the rope as Tenzing in his turn wiggled his way up the 
crack. He collapsed exhausted at the top like a giant fish that had 
just been hauled from the sea after a terrible struggle. I checked 
our remaining oxygen and roughly calculated our flow rates. Every- 
thing was going well. Tenzing had been moving rather slowly but 
was still climbing safely and well. His only comment when I en- 
Aurel about his condition was to smile and wave along the ridge.

slopes on the left. I went on cutting steps. We had no idea where 
the top was. The ridge curved away to the right and as I cut

into view. Time was passing and the ridge seemed never ending. 

To save time I tried cramponing without cutting steps but quick- 
ly realized our margin of safety on these steep slopes at this alti- 
tude was too small so went on step cutting. I was starting to tire a 
little now. Tenzing was moving very slowly. As I chipped steps 
around still another corner, I wondered rather dully just how long 
we could keep it up. Then I realized that the ridge ahead, instead 
of still rising, now dropped sharply away and far below I could see 
the East Rongbuk Glacier! | looked upwards to see a narrow snow 
ridge running up to a sharp point. A few more whacks of the ice 
ax in the firm snow and we stood on the summit. 

My initial feelings were of relie(—relief that there were no more 
steps to cut, no more ridges to traverse and no more humps to tan- 
talize us with hopes of success. Despite the knitted helmet, gog- 
gles and oxygen mask, all crusted with ici that concealed ‘Ten- 
s face, there was no disguising his infectious grin of pure de- 
light as he looked all around him. We shook hands and then, cast- 
ing those Anglo-Saxon formalities aside, Tenzing threw his arms 
around my shoulders and we thumped each other on the back until 
forced to stop from lack of breath. 

I glanced at my watch: 11:30 a.m. The ridge had taken us two 
and a half hours, but it seemed more like five. I checked our oxy- 
gen again—yes, the slow rate seemed to be pretty constant. But if 
we intended to remain on three liters, we were going to have to 
waste no time on the return as we had only two hours’ more en- 
durance. In this time we had to return along the ridge and descend 
the dangerous slopes of the south summit to the two partly filled 
bottles waiting for us far below. 

I turned off my oxygen and removed my set. I then produced my 
camera and set to work to photograph everything in sight. First of 
all some photographs of Tenzing waving a string of flags—Nepal- 
ese, British, United Nations and Indian. Then I endeavored to take 
photographs down all the ridges of Everest. I had little hope of the 
results being particularly successful, as I had a lot of difficulty in 
holding the camera steady in my clumsy gloves, but I felt they 
would at least serve as a record. After some 10 minutes of this [ 
realized I was becoming rather clumsy-fingered and slow-moving. 
quickly replaced my oxygen set and experienced once more the 
stimulating effect of even a few liters of oxygen. 

While [had been taking these photographs Tenzing had made 
a little hole in the snow and in it placed various articles of food, 
a bar of chocolate, a packet of biscuits and a handful of hard 
candy—small offerings indeed but at least a gift of some sort as a 
token offering to the gods that devout Buddhists believe have their 
home on this lofty summit. 

After 15 minutes we turned to go. The whole world around us 
lay spread out like a giant relief map and I could take in with a

on previous trips. Reaction was setting in and:we must get off our. 
mountain. Already, as the spur of ambition died under the glow of 
success, we felt weakness in our limbs and shortage of breath. I 
moved down off the summit. Wasting no time, we cramponed along 
our tracks, spurred by the urgency of diminishing oxygen. 

Bump followed bump in rapid succession. In what seemed almost 
miraculous time we reached the top of the rock step. Now, with the 
almost casual indifference of familiarity, we kicked and jammed our 
way down it again. We were tired out but not too tired to be care- 
ful. We scrambled cautiously over the rock traverses, moved one 
at a time over shaky snow sections and finally cramponed on our 
steps and back onto the south summit. Only one hour back from 
the top! We were holding our own against time. A swig of sweet- 
ened lemonade refreshed us and we turned down again. 

As I led the way down the great snow slope, I hacked each step 
with as much care as if our lives depended on it—as well they 
might. Every step down was a step nearer safety and, when we 
finally moved off the slope onto the ridge below, we both looked at 
each other and almost visibly shrugged off the sense of fear that 
had been with us all day. 

We were now very tired but moved automatically down to the 
two oxygen cylinders cached on the ridge. We were only a short 
distance from camp, so we loaded the cylinders on to our frames, 
continued down our tracks and reached our tent on its crazy plat- 
form at 2 p.m. Already the moderate winds of the afternoon had 
wrenched the tent loose from some of its fastenings and it pre- 
sented a forlorn sight. 

We were very thirsty and still had to get down to the South Col. 
Tenzing lit the kerosene stove and started to make a lemonade 
drink heavily sweetened with sugar. I changed our oxygen sets 
onto the last partly filled bottles and cut down our flow rates to two 
liters a minute. Far below on the South Col ‘ould see minute fig- 
ures and knew that Lowe would be eagerly waiting for our descent. 

We slowly packed up our sleeping bags and air mattresses and 
strapped them onto our fram hen, with a last look at the camp 
that had served us so well, we turned downward with dragging feet 
and set ourselves to the task of safely descending the ridge. With 
our numbed faculties the time s as in a dream, but 
finally we reached the site of the Swi amp and branched off 
down into the great couloir. 

There an unpleasant surprise greeted us. The strong wind which 
was now blowing had completely wiped out all steps and only a 
steep, hard surface greeted our weary eyes. There was nothing to 
do but start cutting again. For 200 feet I chipped steps laboriously 
downward. Gusts of driving wind almost tore us from our steps. 
Tenzing took over the lead and cut down another 100 feet, then 
moved on to softer snow and kicked a ‘k right down the couloir. 

‘Two figures came toward us and met us a couple of hundred feet 
above camp. They were Lowe and Noyce, laden with hot soup and 
emergency oxygen. We were too tired to make any response to 
Lowe’s enthusiastic acceptance of our news. We stumped down to 
the col and slowly ground our way up the short rise to the camp. 
Off came our oxygen and into the tent we crawled and with a sigh 
of pure delight collapsed into our sleeping bags while the tents 
flapped and shook under the perpetual South Col gale. 

Yes, the South Col might be the worst spot in the world, but 
to us at the moment—with the Primus stove humming and our 
friends Lowe and Noyce fussing about us—it was home.

Stand became City Clerk in 1948, now officiates only during the Satur- 
day rush, He has married 60,000 couples and still hopes—though the 
hope is fading—that some day one of them will name a son “Murray.”
